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Chardon',-O., May 28.—Ernest O. 


Zimmer was found guilty of murder 
in the second degree this-' morn- 
ing in connection with the shooting 
to death' of- Williaim Bggleston, 
a 


neighbor farmer 
on January 17. 


Sentence has not yet 'been -pronounc- 
ed. 
Zimmer's defense was the un- 


written law and self defense. Mrs 
Zimmer on1 the stand bared toer re- 
lations with E'gglestpn in an effort 
to save, her husband/" 


The jury reported to the court at 


4:20 this morning after deliberating 
all night. Zimmer was near collapse, 
when he heard the decision. 
Eggleston was sUiot in the early 


"morning on his farm. 
In a dying 


statement he accused Zimmer and 
charged the shooting -was .cold blood- 
'ed. Zimmer on1 the other hand, said 
Eggleston threatened to shoot him 
and he fired in 
self-defense. 
He 


said he had gone -to Eggleston's 
farm to offer .to. give up. his wife to 
Bggleston, with whom she was in- 
fatuated, he said. Zimmer/'was cap- 
tured, ^in Cleveland. Mrs. Zimmer 
testified to having visited hotels in 
Cleveland-rand Painesville with Eg- 
gleston as-.rhis wife.

Philadelphia, 
May 28.-—The terms 


of a tentative agreemont between 
the city and the' Philadelphia Rapid 
Transit company toy wihich it is pro- 
posedto" construct a system of subway 
and elevated lines involving an in- 
vestment of approximately $G3,000,- 
000 was made puWic yesterday by A. 
Merritt Taylor,^director of city tran- 
sit. The agreement provides that the 
city shall construct the lines at any 
approximate cst of $45,000,000 while 
the cost,of equipmenr. estimated at 
^12,000,000 is to be borne toy the tran- 
sit company which would operate1 
them for a period of .5.0 years. At the 
,eh«l of this time the city is to re-. 
c§ive all surplus earnings of the 
comipany in excess of six per .cent 
on the par value of.its stock."

By the treaty, the United States 


government presents sincere .regret 
that anything 'should have occurred' 
to interrupt or,to mar the relations 
of cordial frieridshlp .that . had .so 
long subsisted between the two . na- 
;tiohs. Colombia is given',the right 
to free .passage through the panama 
canal of,its troops, materials of war 
and ..warships,; even ,in case of .war 
•between Colombia arid ahother coun- 
try. .

HEALTH HINT_FOR TODAY. 


Typhoid In Vegetables. 


Garden earth should be most 


carefully kept free from contam- 
ination by matter which may 
contain the germs of typhoid fe- 
ver. Investigations by the Unit- 
ed States public health and ma- 
rine hospital service show that 
plants growing in infected soil 
carry upon their leaves and 
stalks the organisms existing in 
the earth. 
In order to deter- 


mine with what tenacity 'the ba- 
cilli were adherent to the plant 
a leaf of lettuce from an infected 
bed was subjected to washing. 
The leaf was placed in a conical 
glass containing sterile water 
and 
thoroughly cleansed 
by 


means of a platinum needle. This 
was repeated by passing the leaf 
through two other washings. 
After the third washing the leaf. 
In an almost macerated condi- 
tion, was rubbed on a cleaning 
plate. Upon this plnte were found 
positive traces of typhoid fever 
bacilli. 


Travelers in cholera countries 


are usually warned by physi- 
cians to eat no raw fruits or veg- 
etables since they may bear the 
germs of the disease. Similar 
caution might well be observed 
so far as vegetables are con- 


„ cerned in a community In which 


there are or have recently been 
many cases of typhoid.

Civil Pension* Bitterly Contested. 
No subject arouses more bitter oppo- 


sition than any measure which pro- 
poses a civil pension list. Generally in 
these discussions the entire subject of 
the retirement of officers of the army 
and navy and of judges of the courts 
is attacked, and there is a great deal of 
criticism of the retired lists which 
have been created heretofore. 


Sometimes the bureaus have made 


good records for efficiency by weeding 
out the old and superannuated em- 
ployees. This has been accomplished 
without their discharge by shifting 
them to other bureaus. A head of a 
bureau, anxious to make his service 
markedly efficient, will oftentimes be 
able to shift an inefficient employee 
upon some bureau officer who is more 
complacent, with the result that some 
bureaus become the haven of "dead 
wood," so called, and thereby incur a 
demand for a general reorganization. 


Nothing Is Ever Done. 


There are few heads of departments 


who will cast adrift any of the old 
men and women who have been long 
in the government service and have no 
means of support 
I have heard a 


number of cabinet officers say that 
they -will not be responsible for casting 
adrift these derelicts until congress so 
determines by legislation. Congress 
will not take that action, and up to the 
present time congress has not provided 
a pension list for these old employees. 
Consequently 
the 
discussion goes 


around in circles, and nothing is ever 
done. But it causes a considerable 
commotion when some of»these em- 


i ployees are dropped from the rolls and 


their friends make an effort to secure 
their reinstatement

uted to needy poor during the twelve 
months preceding.

work through tlhe 'army's local em- 
ployment bureau.

270 Christmas dinners, in holiday 
season. In all, 1078 homes were vis- 
ited. Sixty poor-people were given a 
free outing at Buckeye Lake Park In 
September.

chickens were distributed to needy

Collections from the street and in- 


door meetings amounted to 
$519.38.
